FATHER TOOK ANOTHER’S NAME 


Boston, Mass., Aug. .—[Special. ]}—Wil- 
liam M. Wood,: organizer and head of the 
woolen trust, gave himself up at police head- 
quarters today after having been indicted 
by the Suffolk county grand jury on a charge 
of conspiracy against union labor. He fur- 
nished $5,000 cash bail and was released 
pending appearance before the Superior 
Criminal court. 

Two other men were indicted with Wood 
on the came charge. It is alleged that they 
conspired in the planting of dynamite at 
Lawrence during the strike last spring, the 
objecf being to throw the blame on the union 
leaders, who were conducting the strike. 

Dennis Collinge of Cambridge, arrested yes- 
terday and in jaib in default of bail, is 
named in the indictment as the second 
man. The third has not been arrested. 
He ig understood to be connected with 
the mill supply business and has an office 
in Boston. He is known to Mr. Wood, 
but only in a business way. This third man 
is tl! at his home and tne police will not bring 
him into court until be has sufficiently re- 
covered to enable him to appear without 
risking his health. It is said he is willing to 
surrender ‘when his health permits. 


Jokes with Photographers. 

Mr. Wood walkéd into headquarters and 

surrendered calmly, even with an appearance

of the woolen trust joked with the newspaper 
phétographers, posing as often as they 
wished. | | 

“Of course I am greatly surprised by the 
action of the grand jury,” he told the report- 
ers. “I cannot conceive what information 
could have been presented to the jurors which 
in any way connected me with the so-called 
dynamite plot.. I certainly had no connection 
with ft ahd this fact will be fully established 
at the proper time to the full satisfaction of 
the publi¢ and even the district attorney. Be- 
yond this I have nothing to say.” 

The indictment is in six counts. The charge 
of conspiracy is based on section 86, chapter 
208, revised laws of Massachusetts. This 
statute provides a penalty for any one who 
places dynamite with intent to injure any 
one, and the “ conspiracy ”’ {n this instance 
is alleged to have consisted in {inducing 
others-to violate the law in order to influences 
public opinion against the strikers. 


District Attorney Confident. 

District Attorney Pelletier said tonight he 
beileves be has a strong case in support of 
the indictment. 

John J. Breen of Lawrence planted the 
dynamite at Lawrence and was fined $500 
ior itin Salem. Dennis J. Collins is charged 
with transporting the dynamite unlawfully. 
EK. W. Pitman, a wealthy contractor and 
builder, who, according to District Attorney 
Pelletier, furnished the dynamite, killed 
himself in Andover on the day he was to 
have appearedbdefore the grand jury. 

‘Breen, when tried at Salem, made no ef- 
fort to exculpate himself, and this fact led 
td the inference that thete were men higher 
up cocerned in the attempt to injure ths 
cause of the striking millworkers. 

‘Breen was a witness before the grand jury 


Collins. Breen .informed the Boston police 
that there was dynamite in Lawrence and 
guided them to its discovery. The six Sy- 
rians and one Italian on whose premises the 
explosives were found were all acquitted. 

The district attorney has not revealed on 
just what basis he connects Mr. Wood with 
the above facts. 


Labor Calls Him Bitter Foe. 

William M. Wood, though he rose from the 
bottom, is regarded by labor as one of its 
bitterest enemies. It was against him that 
the most intenge feeling was shown by the 
working people during the Lawrence strike. 
On the other hand, it was Mr. Wood's action 
which regulated what the other mill owners 
should do in the matter of settling the strike 
or hokding out against settlement. 

The American Woolen company. of which 
Wood Is president, bore the brunt of the Law- 
rence strike from Jan. 12 until March 14. It 
controls thirty-three manufacturing plants in 
New England and New York state. 

It has a capitalization of $75,000,000 and em- 
ploys 35,000 operatives when all the machin- 
ery is in motion. About 15,000 persons are on 
the pay rolls of the company’s mills in Law- 

ce. 
"Besides being president of the American 
woolen company, which owns the Wood, 
Ayer, and Washington mills at Lawrence, 
Wood is president and treasurer of the Na- 
tional and Providence worsted mills in 
Rhode Istand, director of the Merchants’ Ne- 
tigna? bank and Pierce Manufacturing com- 
peny of New Bedford, Mass., and member of 
the Nationet Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers and the Home'Market club.-

Youth Shoots Down Boy on 
Playgrounds in Row Over 
Theft of Pigeons. 


JUVENILE SLEUTHS ON TRAIL 


Tony Bruno, a 15 year old murderer, fs 
hunted by the police for slaying a playmate, 
Solomon Golep, at the McLaren playgrounds, 
Lowell place and West Polk street, last night. 

Golep, who was 14 years old, was shot twice 
—once in the left eye and the other bullet en- 
tering his side. He died while being removed 
to the county hospital. , 

More than 1,500 children were in the play-~- 
grounds when the tragedy took place. They 
were given an indelible impressian of the 
crime. Tony, who resides at 6@3 West Tay- 
lor street, accused Golep of stealing his pig- 
eons. The latter denied the theft and offered 
to “lick ’’ Bruno for making the accusation. 

“ Anybody who calls me a thief has got to 
prove it,’’ Golep exclaimed. ‘* I can lick the 
fellow. who says I stole his pigeons.” 

Although smaller than his adversary Golep 
advanced toward Bruno with a chip on hig 
shoulder which he picked up off the ground. 


‘Aecepts the Challenge. 

Bruno accepted the challenge by knocking 
the plece of wood off Golep's shoulder. Golep 
struck Bruno in the face, staggering him. 

A score of boya who Were attracted to the 
spot formed a ring around the combatants. 
Bruno wiped his face, which was bleeding. 
Golep rushed at him again; and as he did 
so Bruno drew a revolver. 

There was a flash and Golep fell to the 
ground. A bullet had. pierced his eye. An- 
other flash of the revolver and the leaden 
missile drilled a hole in the boy's side. 

The boys who formed a circle around 
Bruno and Golep were horrified at the 
shooting. They made no attempt to prevent 
the murderer from escaping. He put the 
revolver in his pocket and bounded. away. 


Children at Dying Boy’s Side. 

In a few seconds the several hundred chil- 
dren in the playgrounds were at the side 
of the dying lad. Some of them Jeaned over 
him and called him by namé He dié not 
anewer. .* : 

Boys who were playing “skin the cat "' and 
girlie who a moment before wer@ in the 
swings deserted their pleasures when the 
word ran through the playgrounds that Solty 
Golep had been shot by Tony Bruno. 

The Maxwell street police were notified, but 
before the arrival of the ambulance the 
wounded boy had been carried toa grocery 
store. A doctor was called and he said the. 
boy had no chance to live. Hundreds of chil- 
dren crowded the street in front of the store

DETAILED STORY OF THE DAY.

Records fell at Eigin yesterday, but the 
races became reliability tours before any- 
thing in the nature of a struggle developed. 
Charles Merz, Stutz; Hughie Hughes, Mercer, 
and Harry Endicott, Mason, were winners. 
Merz averaged 66.11 miles an hour to win the 
Illinolg trophy. Don Herr, with a National, 

made 65.63 miles an hour last year. 

Hughes did 65.05 miles an hour to take the 
Aurora cup race. This is .44 of a mile faster 
than he did in 1911. Endicott set a mark in 
the Jencks trophy contest by making 60.5 
miles an hour. Mortimer Roberts held the 
record at 53.8 miles an hour. 

Merz nad a family quarrel! with Gil Ander- 
gon, his teammate, during the race. Merz 
won by 1:52.. The other two winners hada 
pleasure jaunt. Nether had serious competi- 
tion, as was testified by Hughes’ nonchalant 
stop at the pits to impart the information that 

- Wishart was not hurt when the Philadel- 
phian stopped for repairs on the backstretch. 


What the Races Developed. 


Endicott was the only competitor in the 
baby car class after the seventh lap. The 
races developed three facts: The Stutz was 
the most consistent performer. The Mason 
is one of the fastest baby cars in America. 
The Mercer, driven by Hughes, is fast enough 
to be a factor in the Elgin National and free 
for al] teday. 

The clash between Merz and Anderson for 
the Illinois trophy was contested every mile. 
Any slight mishap to Merz’s car would have 
given Andersen victory. Neither Stutz en- 
countered any mechanical trouble. Botb 
stopped in the twelfth lap for gasoline and 
oil. Both consumed thirty seconds in taking 
on fuel. 

The cars were flagged down by Harry Stutz 
and Zimmy Zimmerman, pit managers for 
the Stutz team, on the twelfth lap. 

Hughes had the handicap of a specially con- 
structed racing machine in the Aurora cup 
race. He drove the car which took place in 
the 500 mile race at Indianapolis. Hughes 
should not have stopped. His only hesita- 
tion was caused by an eccentric desire to 
tell the pit attendants about Wishart. 


Hughes Drives Carefully. 


The Englishman could have beaten the 
fleld with ease. He drove carefully, how- 
ever, being content to remain comfortably 
ahead of Ed Pullen, his teammate. Pullen 
and Wishart might have had an argument, 
had the latter remained in the rac-, as they 
were running neck and neck when Wishart 
went out. 

: The accident to the Philadelphian gave the 
car driven by Trussel third place, although 
the influx of spectators on the track prevent- 
ed him finishing. Trussel only completed 
Seventeen laps. 

Harry Endicott’s competitors in the Jencks 
trophy race were hopelessly outc’assed. A 
contest might have been staged between 
the Herreshoff and the Ford had they weath- 
ered the race. The Herreshoff was first to 
quit. A broken whee! .put Wordingham’'s 
car out on the second lap. The Ford chugged 
‘through seven laps in second place. Hen- 

ming, the driver, apparently did not realize 
that he was in the money. 


~ Pit Work Down to Minimum. 


Pit work, which usuaily affords spectators 
a@ fair measure of excitement, was reduced to 
a minimum. The Stutz and Mercer teams 
@pparentiy had the only drilled corps of 
helpers. The Mercer outfit was slower than 
the Stutz. In fact, the Stutz workers’ ac- 

_ tivity accounts in no small measure for the 
performance of the two cars. Both were 
Gelayed only thirty seconds to take on a sup- 
piv of fuel. 

The Stutz, Mercer, and Mason pit attend

Wishart’s Mercer Throws a Tire.

Joe Dawson Says Result Is Boost 
for American Makers. 


AUTOS STAY TOGETHER. 


Expert Praises Cleverness of Spencer 
Wishart,

My position as a spectator of the Elgin 
races this year was not one taken from choice 
but from necessity” When tne decision was 
made some time ago to change the style of 
racing here from stock chassis cars to the 
free for all type, I felt sure every one con- 
nected with the affair would be more then 
satisfied with the outcome. 

All of last year’s records were broken by 
the winners of the three classes yesterday, 
with every prospect bright for the two big 
races today. There has. been no incentive 
for American manufacturers to build spe- 
cial cars of small displacement, hence the 
slight increase in the averages. It was per- 
haps on this account that so few different 
makes were represented here yesterday, but 
the fact still remains we can build cars that 
will stay together. as was proved by the 
Stutz, Mercer, and Mason entries, which won 
their three respective classes. 


Gil Anderson Wins Applause. 

As usual, with Fred Wagner for starter, the 
race cars were all ready to be sent from the 
starting line on time without unnecessary 
delay. Gil Anderson in the Stutz car, No. 
21. was the first to leave the tape and was 
given a good round of applause from the 
grand stands. The remaining twelve cars 
were then seat away at intervals of thirty 
seconds. 

Hughie Hughes, in the special Mercer car, 
No. 36. in which he finished third in the 5300 
mile Indianapolis race on May 30, seemed to 
be the favorite in his class by the roars that 
went up from the stands at his departure. 

The first car to stop at the pits was the 
Rayfield, No. 22,,Hobbs driver. It was at 
the end of the second lav, when the pilot re- 
ported the breaking of the cap on one of the 
main bearings of the crank shaft in the 
motor. 

No. 34. Mason, was the next to vist the 
pits, Roberts stopping fifteen seconds to 
tighten the shock absorbers on his car in the 
sixth lap. 

Spencer Wishart Shows Cleverness. 

Spencer Wishart in the No. 35 Mercer, with 
‘which he won the 200 mile race at Columbus, 
}., last Sunday, furnished the people at the 
MacLean turn with some excitement and 
demonstrated a clever bit of driving. His 
right rear tire blew out while he was taking 
that turn at a fast clip in the tenth leap. 

It was reported at the judges’ stand thet 
his car was out of the race with a broken 
axle, but these fears were quickly dispelled 
when he drove into the pits for a spare tire, 
within a few minutes after the excitement. 

Charles Merz in the Stutz No. 24 was the 
next to stop for gasoline and oll at the com- 
pletion of his twelfth lap, getting away again 
in thirty seconds His teammate, Gil An- 
derson, mace his stop for gasoline and oll 

at the end of the fourteenth lap ae the 
same loss of time. 

National No. 28, with Nel Whalen ériv- 
ing, was compelled to withdraw in the tenth 
lap with a broken pin in the magneto coup- 
ling. He was running a good second at the 
time of his mishap and was credited with the 
fastest lap up to the time he withdrew. 

Carburetor Trouble Develops. 

Roberts in the No. 34 Mason begen to e»- 
perience carburetor trouble toward the end 
of the race and stopped for adjustment in 
the thirteenth and sixteenth laps. This car 
was unable to obtain much practice before 
the race and was out of its class in the 
Aurora cup race. 

Harry Endicott in the Magon car No. 41 
won the Jencke trophy race without a stop, 


with an average of 60.06 miles per hour, 
beating the record of last year 5.5 miles an 
hour. Roberts won last year in an Abdbott- 
Detroit with an average o 8. 

The races were not interesting from the 
view point of a spectator on account of the 
lack of brushes between cars and the small 
amount of pit work. Only seven stops were 
made at the pits. The tire changes were re- 
ported made on the road. 

The 600 cubic inch class and the big free

CRIMINALS IN BIG GROWTH 


Lawyers Suggest Curb on Inter- 
~ marriage of Feeble Minded. 


YOUNG ATTORNEYS ARE HIT. 


Inexperience Causes Miscarriage of 
Justice, Says Report. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 30.—[Special.]—The 
American Institute of Criminal Law and 
Criminology, in session here, is convinced 
that an effort should be made to prevent 
criminals, epileptics, and the feebleminded 
from reproducing their kind. The plan, 
however, they have not decided upon. 

It is asserted in a report bv experts that 
there are 300,000 feebleminded persons in the 
country as compared with 100,000 twenty 
years ago. It was only pointed out that the 
increase in insanity proportionately is much 
larger than the increase in population. 

The committee agserted that ‘* the doctrine 
of hereditary transmission is now incontest- 
ably established, but the law of heredity 
has not been discovered.” 

Until the law is known it is improbable 
that the institute will make any definite 
recommendation. 

Judge Charles A. De Courcy of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme court opposed vigorously 
the adoption of the committee report. War- 
den Murphy of the Jollet penitentiary and 
Nathan William MacCheeney of Chicago 
advised more consideration of the subject 
before a recommendation is made. 


Inefficient Lawyers Criticised. 
The institute has some definite impressions 
regarding the public prosecutors of the coun- 
try. From the data collected and presented 
today in a committee report, the investiga- 
tors gave the impression that in most locali- 
ties young, inexperienced, and therefore in- 


. efficient prosecutors and stete’s attorneys 


are elected. 

The result is that the criminal! statutes are 
not enforced as they should be. The sug- 
gestion was made that prosecutors should 
be appointed instead of elected, but no action 
was taken. 


Gemmill on Holdup Man. 

“ The most dangerous person in any city 
is the boy between the age of 15 and 18 
years. The average ‘holdup man” is 17 
years old,’ said Judge William N. Gemmill 
of Chicago tonight. Judge Gemmil! was com- 
menting upon a statement by Judge A. C. 
Backus of the Milwaukee Municipal court 
in the latter's talk on the administration of 
the probationary law in thiscity. Thereply 
from Judge Gemmill startled the assemblage 
Judge Backus had told of a boy who had 
attempted a holdup and fallen into the hands 
of the police. He had placed: the boy on 
probation and the latter had secured em- 
ployment on a farm in Michigan, worked 
hard, had a bank account of more than $100, 
and had thoroughly reformed. 

Judge Gemmill inquired where the greatest 
risk lay; In the destruction of the boy’s 
career or in his possible assaults upon so- 
clety. Judge Backus replied that society 
would suffer more danger after the offender 
had served a term of years in the peni- 
tentliary. 

Judge Gemmill was obdurate fn his opinion, 
however, and declared ‘“‘ holdup man,.”’ no 
matter what his age, wasa criminal he would 
ever thrust behind the bars. 


NEGRO DAIRYMAN HAS “PULL”

Rear Admiral Says Forees There 
and on Way Can. Control. 


FEARS FOR BRITONS’ SAFETY 


Official in Disturbed Country Wires 
of Perilous Conditions. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—Rear Admiral 
Southerland has informed the navy depart- 
ment that he can control the situation at 
Nicaragua with the forces.now ashore in 
that country and the marines that are en 
route. 

His latest message dated Corinto yesterday 
said Commander Terhune of the gunboat 
Annapolis had succeeded in opening up the 
railway for fifteen miles from the coast. 
Terhune has with him a force of 500 blue- 
jackets and marines and after repairing the 
tracks and bridges, he proceeded last night 
as far as the important town of Chinandega, 
regarded as a rebel outpost. 


Fearful for British Subjects. 

The British consul at Matagalpas, fearful 
for the safety for British subjects there. 
has communicated this fact to the British 
consul at Managua. A copy of the dispatch 
reads as follows: 

‘The present locaf authorities are doing 
all in their power to guarantee life and prop- 
erty, but the circumstances are difficult. Cer- 
tain elements who are well known for their 
rancor, hostility and idiosynmcrasy, have fre- 
quemtly expressed evi) intentions agains? for- 
eigners. Should this element gain control of 
the revolution in the neighborhood of Mata- 
gaipas I believe the lives and property of his 
British majesty's subjects would be in den- 
ger.’ 


Managua Cut Off from World. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 29.—{ Delayed 
in transmission. ]—This city is practically cut 
off from communication with the world. 
Food is becoming scarcer here dally and also 
in several of the cities in the hands of the 
revolutionaries. At Granada and Masaya, 
which are held by the rebels, the populations 
are almost completely deprived of provisions. 

Reports have come In of engagements in 
the vicinity of Granada between the govern- 
menttroops and the insurgents, but no details 
of the fighting have been obtainable. 


TURCO-iTALIAN WAR MAY END 
ONLY BY PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Officials of the Belligerents Appear Un- 
able to Reach an Agreement on Solu- 
tion of Strife. 2 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Aug. 30.—The view 
that the Turco-Italian war can only be ter- 
minated by a regularly constituted peace con- 
ference of an international character is rap- 
idly spreading in diplomatic circles here. 

“Conversations” between ‘ unofficial ’’ 
Italian and Turkish delegates have been 
slowly dragging on for weeks. They have 
met at Zurich, Lausanne, Caux, and Evian 
without reaching anything like a solution of 
the main points separating the two bellig- 
erents. 

It is thought in influential! quarters that 
unless more rapid progress is made the sig- 
natories of the treaty of Berlin will feel com- 
pelled to call a European congress and bring 
the combatants together.

SPEAKS AT BIBLE MEETING. 


Woman Physician - Urges Teaching 
Children Truth About Sex. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Winone Lake, Ind., Aug.-30.—[Special. ]— 
‘The modern apartment house is a tragedy,” 
said Bishop Edwin H. Hughes of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church today in a sermon at 
the Winona international Bible conference. 

‘In the new apartment system,’’ he said, 
“ there is a common dining room, with pre- 
pared food brought up in trays from a com- 
mon kitchen. To maintain a home there 


must be a separateness. The social unit is 
the home, and if we lose this we will lose 
a national asset. 

“ Even in metters of intellectual training 
we have turned over our childrem too ex- 
clusively to public teachers. I beleve in the 
public schools. The teachers of the public 
schools will measure up weli to the clergy 
in moral and even in spiritual standards. 
The person who eays our public schools are 
godless speaks a siander. But I do not be- 
lieve parents can escape the responsibility 
of training childrem in the home. They 
ought et least to try to speak grammatically 
in the children’s hearing. 


Plea for Family Altar. 

‘Once our mothers wove the cloth and 
made our clothes. Then the loom becamean 
heirloom. Now the mother buys the clothes 
ready made. The compensation for this is 
that the parents, freed from these duties, 
can give more time to the culture of the re- 
ligious and intellectual Mfe of the family. 

“One of America’s greatest needs is the 
establishment of a family altar in every 
home. Don't have prayers too long, however. 
Visiting ministers generally pray too long. 
Don’t ask them to pray. When a boy gets to 
peeping through his fingers to see if the 
Prayer isn’t about over it is time to quit. 
Children’s knees won't stand long prayers, 
but the child is to be pitied who never hears 
prayer in his home.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. W. E. Biederwolf, vice presi- 
dent of the Winona Bible conference and 
editor of the Family Altar magazine, sald the 
altar league had received 291.000 applications 
for pledge cards for membership and the 
magazine had secured 10,000 subscribers. 


Discuss Duties of Fathers. 

The duty of fathers, as well as of moth- 
ers, in bringing up of children was discussed 
by Dr. Elizabeth Hamilton Muncle, lecturer 
on sex hygiene for the New York state board 
of health. 

“Children ought to be taught the truth 
about themselves, and the time to begin is 
as soon as the child begins to ask questions,” 
she said. ‘I object to the deception of talk- 
ing about the visits of the stork in teaching 
the child about the beginnings of life.”’ 

Marion Lawrance, general secretary of the 
International Sunday School association, 
spoke on how to hold the boys in the Sunday 
school, 

“IT saw the game in Chicago between the 
Cubs and the Giants,” he said. “and I 
yelled as loud as any one. I noticed not a 
member of the ball teams was late. every 
member of the teams was well trained, and 
everybody was in dead earnest. When the 
Same conditions prevail in Sunday school 
work the boys will be held in the Sunday 
school.”’ 

Bishop Hughes also said he enjoyed a 


ball game and always went when he had a 
chance.

HAS FOES “ON THE HIP.” 


Candidate Warmly Received on 
Second Day’s Tour of 
Vermont. 


St. Johnsbury, Vt., Aug. 30.—[Special.]— 
Col. Roosevelt continued his automobile tour 
of Vermont today. closing the second day's 


® invasion of the Green Mountain state here 


tonight. He covered a wide range of topics 
as weil as a wide range of country. The fea- 
ture of the day was his speech in behalf of 
woman suffrage. Col. Roosevelt struck up 
an intimate acquaintance with the rural! sec- 
tions of the northern section. He spent most 
of the day in a motor car, made five speeches, 
and received such a welcome that he said he 
thought Vermont was waking up. 

Before a lively crowd in the courthouse 
square here tonight, Col. Roosevelt made a 
speech which brought him cheer after cheer. 
He assailed his critics and defended the Pro- 
guessive party. John D. Archbold and Sen- 
ator Penrose were attacked for their testi 
mony before the senate investigating com- 
mittee. 


“Will Hew Them Hip and Thigh.” 

‘“] thought for a time that they would do 
gome damage to the Progressive party,’ he 
said. “but the Lord hath delivered them 
into my hands. I have them on the hip. I 
have them in the open. I'll hew them as 
Israel hewed Ammon, hip and thigh.” 

The colonel’s first speech was at St. Albans. 
Then he sped on to Morrisville, where he 
spoke at the Lamoille county fair. During 
the afternoon he rode through a seciuded 
section in which houses were rare enough 
to attract attention and the villages far 
epart. ; 

Pausing for ea brief speech at Hardwick, 
he went on to Barton and, thence to St. 
Johnebury, where he spent the night. When 
he reached here he was welcomed by a 
marching club of 150 men who wore ban- 
danas and eang ‘‘Take a Little Tip from 
Father and Vote for the Old Bull Moose.” 


Why He’s for Equal Suffrage. 

It was in his St. Johnsbury speech that 
Col. Roosevelt made the vigorous speech for 
woman suffrage and defended Miss Jane 
Addams of Chicago against a criticism made 
of her in the New York Times recently. 

He explained why it was that he declared 
himself in favor of woman suffrage. He 
eaid he had not been influenced to this view 
by the women who devoted their time to pro- 
moting the cause of suffrage, but rather 
through his acquaintance with women like 
Miss Jane Addams, whom he had come to 
know through fheir interest in sociological 
work. He found that they believed the suf- 
frage would help working women just as it 
helps working men. ) 


Defends Miss Addams, 

The colonel mentioned two planks in the 
Progressive platform as h's favorites—the 
one dealing with social and industrial justice, 
and the one on country life. He cited the 
many reforms for men, women, and children 
urged in the Progressive platform. These 
include woman suffrage. 

The colonel quoted an article in the New 
York Times, attributed to Charles W. Eliot, 
but since repudiated by him, which criticised 
woman suffrage. Mr. Roosevelt defended 
Mies Jane Addams against the Times’ charge 
of “being spectacular’’ in seconding his 
nomination at Chicago. 

The colonel quoted this from the article 
in question: 

“Women have no proper share in a polit- 
ical convention. We need women to bear 
children and attend to their homes.” 

Col. Roosevelt replied to the above thus: 

“ Of course, it ie entirely right to say thet 
we need women to bear children and attend 
to their homes, just as it would be right to 
say that we need men to beget children and 
make the homes in which the women can live. 
and the children be brought up. 

Says Paper Offended. 

“TI think the highest life, the ideal life, is 
the married life. But there are both unmar- 
ried men and unmarried women who perform 
service of the utmost’ consequence to the 
whole people; and it is equally foolish and 
wicked for a man to slur the unmarried 
woman, when he would not dream of slurring 
the unmarried man. When the Times says 
that it dislikes to see Miss Addams‘ held up 
in the hmelight as an example for al! other 
women to follow,’ it speaks offensively. 

“ Bishop Brent of the Philippines is un- 
married. So was the late Phillips Brooks. 
Again and again have I heard them held up 
as examples for good. And in just the same 
way, I am heartily glad to say, I have heard 
Jane Addams held up as an example and 
have thus held her up myself. The cases of 
the three stand on the same plane: all three 
by their lives have added to, or are adding 
to, our heritage of good in this country.” 


Affects Both Sexes Alike. 


Of the Times Statement that women have 


no share in a political convention, Col 
Roosevelt said the politics that ought to be 
regulated is the politics that affects women 
as much as it affects men. 

“The women who bear children and at- 
tend to thelr own homes,”’ he said, “‘ have 
precisely the same right to speak in politics 
that their husbands have who are the fa- 
thers of their children and who work to keep 
up their homes. It is these women whom the 
Progressive party is endeavoring to repre- 
sent and in whose interest the Progressive 
party proposes that the governmental! policy 
ef this nation shall hereafter be shaped. 
Such being the case, it is eminently wise 
that the. women should share in the political 
conventions.”’ 

The Progressive leader paid tribute to the 
new party national convention and praised 
the high character of the women who took 
part ifn it. 

“Our national committee,” he continued, 
“will publish Jane Addams’ speech. I ask 
you to read it and then pass judgment on 
. the gvod taste and wisdom of the New York 
Times in denouncing that speech. One of the 
memories of the convention which I shall al- 
‘Ways cherish is the fact that Jane Addams 
seconded my nomination.”

of benefit only to the trusts themselves. 


Policy of Make Believe Strangle. 

“The anti-trust law by itself can never 
in any shape or way solve the problem of 
dealing with the trusts. As at present en- 
forced, and stil] more as it would be enforced 
if the recommendations of the Stanley com- 
mittee were enacted into law, it is, and would 
remain, a mere policy of make believe 
strangle, a policy nominally against the in- 
terests of the huge, swollen trusts, but really 
in their favor and a menace only to honest 
business men with businesses of moderate 
size. 

“Tt is curious to see how closely the old 
parties stand together in this matter, how 
eagerly the representatives of the big trusts 
and of their tools and allies in the business 
world, rally to the help of elther as against 
the Progressives. 

“ The recent action of Mr. Penrose and Mr. 
Archbold is a striking illuetration of the 
clearness with which the Standard Oil) trust 
‘and its creaturegsin politics see that their real 
foes, the foes they hate and dread, are to be 
found only in the Progressive party; and 
against these foes they will do everything In 
their power, in the Interest of either or both 
of the ol4 parties, with the old, corrupt 
machine organizations.”’

GOVERNOR WILSON SUGGESTS 
TO PEOPLE, ‘GET ACQUAINTED’ 


Advocates Use of Schoolhouses for 
Neighborly Talks, Which He Says 
Soon Molds Public Opinion. 


Seagirt, N. J.. Aug. 30.—Neighborhood con- ! 
suRation and a more extensive use of school 
houses for gatherings where public opin- 
ion might be conserved were the things Gov. 
Wilson advocated today in his speech at the 
Monmouth County fair at Red Bank, N. J. 

‘The interesting thing about the schoole 
of the United States,’’ he said, ‘is that the 
United States makes so limited a use of 
them—for example you take your school 
houses and they are closed for the most 
part between the school session of one day 
and the school session of the next day. It 
was reserved for a recent date for somebody 
to suggest that the school houses be made 
social centers; that they be used for every 
kind of legitimate conference, and just so 
soon as they began to be uged for confer- 
ences some politicians began to get uneasy. 

‘There is a certain class of politicians that 
dreads nothing as much as that the neigh- 
bors should get together and talk things 
over, because the minute you begin to talk 
things over, you begin to make that most 
powerful instrument that exists in any free 
country—public opinion.

SUICIDE GAIN IN SMALL CITIES 


Figaires Tend to Show People 
Happier in Large Places. 


15,000 END LIFE IN A YEAR, 


Deaths Decrease in Towns with Popu- 
lation Over 260,000.

The tendency toward suicide is increasing | 
in the United States, especially in the smaller 
cities, according to figures that have just 
been made public by the actuary of the 
Prudential Life. Insurance company. De- 


ered indicated that~at least 16,000 gquicides | 
are to be expected in this country each year] 
The unique feature of the actuary’s report 


over. 250.000 is decreasing, the rate for cities 
under 250,000 has increased nearly one-half. 
No attempt is made to account for this cir- 
cumstance, but the fact appears to demon- 

strate, contrary to the popular belief, that 

people in the larger cities are happier than : 
those in the smaller ones. 


Comparative Figures on Cities. 

- Up to last year the suicide rate for towns 
under 250,000 in population was in the vicinity 
of 13.6 per 100,000, This is the ratio for the 
decade preceding 1911. The rate in 1911, 
however, was 19.8 per 100,000. The rate in 
the larger cities for the game period was 
19.5 per 100,000. The latter rate is 8.2 less 
than the average for the larger cities dur- 
ing the previous decade. 

» In 100, American cities, seventy-nine of 
which were under 250,000 population and the 
rest over that figure, the rate of suicide has 
grown from 12.8 per 100,000 twenty yearsago 
to 20.3 per cent in the five year period ending 
with 1911. 


Medical Point of View. 

On this point the Journal of the American 
Medical association says:

SOCIALISM FOE OF LABOR, 
SAYS RAILROAD PRESIDENT. 


B. A. Worthington Blames Unrest of 
Workmen Upon “Fallacious Doc- 
trines’” Advocated by Agitators. 


Labor conditions In the United States are 
more favorable than éver before, as viewed 
yesterday by B. A. Worthington, the new 
head of the Chicago and Alton railway. He 
spoke at the convention of the Traveling En- 
gineers’ association at Hotel Sherman. 

The railroad executive agserted that labor 
in all lines of service never has been better 
paid. and working conditions are less ar- 
duous. He attacked the spirit of unrest 
among workingmen, saying strikes and fric- 
tion of the laboring men and employers is 
due entirely to socialistic doctrines. 

“Half of the troubles of these men,” he 
declared, ‘“‘ come through ignorance—igno- 
rance which is-fostered by various societies 
and by labor leaders who are supported and 
aided. through the -dissemination of 
socialistic Hteratute,. 

“Those of us who aré able-to explain the 
fallacy of such dangerous dortrines should 
attempt to offget.the socialistic sentiment 
which seems: to promise to men of limited 
understanding a life of ease and comfort 
through legislative enactment and through 
the coercive forces of union labor, regard- 
less of the industry, frugality, and merit of 
the individual.”

PR.,”’ by George Hamlin Fitch, provides for 
the reader a succinct sketch of a number 
of masters in literature.

“THE STORY OF FORT DEARBORN,” 
by J. Seymour Currey, is a welcome addition 
to the slowly increasing shelf of historical 
product concerning the state of Iiinois. Mr. 
Currey has evidently been at great pains té 
write an accurate account of that tragic 
episode of early Chicago, and toa tale always 
of thrilling Interest he has brought a lucid 
and engaging style. 

“ Nine years covers the period of existence 
of oid Fort Dearborn,’’ writes Mr. Currey. 
“In that nine years of history it witnessed 
the efforts of three nations to subdue a con- 
tinent and played its part im the struggles 
between those nations. Established as a 
frontier post, it became an important link 
in the chain of western defenses and one of 
the schools of military instruction in which 
lessons were learned by those who had 
the task of preserving by force of arms a 
young republic in the midst of powerful 
and unecrupulous foes. A rallying point 
for traders and settlers in the virgin fields 
of the west, it was representative of a phase 
of development of the great northwest terri- 
tory, and indeed of the development of the 
United States.

held that Punkbrane was ‘not obliged to read 
the writings of Wot-Rot, 
liberty under the new law to skip lightly 
over the effusions of Wot-Rot and read the 
full reports on how to make a cranberry. pie 
or hobble and hogtie a silk skirt. 

The defendant maintained he had believed 
that under the law he would be sent to the 
penitentiary for a term of years or perhaps 
hung, if he failed to read the works of Wot- 
Rot and that his only recourse was to write 
to Wot-Rot ard point out his shortcomings 
and how disagreeable his writings were to 
him (Punkbrane). 

The court held that ignorance of the law 
excuses no one and the fact that the defend- 
ant did not know he was no longer obliged 
to read everything published tn a newspaper, 
but was free to skip about and peruse only 
the articles that gratified him, did not in it- 
self justify his harsh letters to Wot-Rot. The 
defendant promised in the future to confine 
his reading to those things which suited him 
and to skip all articles and writers who ma4é- 
dened him and drove him to wild excesses, and 
was dismissed with a ‘warning.

Even with limited means through the ef- 
forts of the Illinois College of Agriculture 
the annual average yield of Illinois corn 
Minds was increased seven and one-half bush- 
els to the acre in recent years.

herds of slick, thrifty looking cattle 

—milch cows, steers, calves—being 

driven to the dipping vat. Two 
Years ago the people of that section de- 
cided to rid. their cattle of ticks. For 
a number of years their cattle, when sent 
to central markets, had been ‘going into 
quarantine pens and, being known as 
spreaders of tick fever, they had broughi 
poor prices. Men who buy to feed or to 
point could not make use of the southern 
cattle. There, was no elasticity to the 
market for animals in the quarantine pen. 

The southern people decided they would 
push the tick belt off the map. They built 
dipping vats. The goyernment first showed 
them how to build the vats, next how to 
mix the dipping liquids, and then appoint- 
ed county supervising veterinarians. 

Tick eradication is working in Clay 
county. The ticks are gone, the cattle 
are healthy, and, being no longer plagued 
by ticks, they are fat and slick. 
county is due to get out of the tick 
zone this fall. ‘The quarantine line is to 
be moved south of there. 


. oe 

But a near-by county is not so lucky. 
Every cattle owner in the county but one 
is dipping. This man does not believe in 
tick fever. He calls it a foolish fad. He 
stands on his American liberty. 
forgets that in standing on his rights he 
tramples under foot the liberty of jis 
neighbors. They, with a majority of 100 
to 1, are not fr cause he does not want 
to be. : 

Mean man, isn’t he? Ought to be 
tarred, you say? 

And yet, is he any meaner than the 
man who lives in Chicago and, not be- 
lieving in diphtheria, sends his ailing child 
to school? For tick fever in cows in 
Mississippi does not differ from scarlet 
fever in human beings in Chicago, so far 
as being dangerous to others is concerned.

HILE Herbert Wynyard Colclough, 
general dealer and paper bag manu- 
facturer, of Openshaw, near Man- 
chester, England, may have a right 
to the Hassop and Slinden estates, 

now owned by Charles A. Leslie of Bal- 
quaine, Aberdeenshire, estates which com- 
prise some fifty villages and upon which 
the claimant places a. value of no less than 
$30,000,000, he certainly has no right what- 
soever to the earldom of Newburgh, the 
viscounty of Kinnaird, and the barony of 
Levingston, which he also claims. 

It seems necessary to mention this since 
he is forming a joint stock company for the 
purpose of establishing his pretensions be- 
fore the courts as regards the estates and 
before the committee of privileges of the 
house of lords as regards the peerages. 

He agrees that if he is successful he will 
sacrifice one-half the yearly rental of the 
estates until the entire amount for which the 
company is capitalzed has been paid off.

He utterly fails to realize that these es- 
tates have never belonged to the peeragesin 
question, and that even were he to recover 
the property it would not help him to secure 
the ‘arldom of Newburgh and the other 
honors connected with it. 

The claimant asserts that the estates 
formerly belonged to Francis Eyre, sixth 
Earl of Newburgh, husband of Dorothy, 
daughter and heiress of John Gladwin; that 
of this marriage there were born two sons, 
Thomas, seventh earl, and Francis, eighth 
ear! of that ilk, who were both without Issue, 
as well as one daughter, Lady Dorothy, who 
was married to, as his second wife, Col. 
Charles Leslie of Balquaine. and who died 
without children, leaving all the Eyre prop- 
erty to him. Col. Leele bequeathed the 
Eyre estates to his son by his first marriage, 
who is ancestor of the present possessor 

The claimant asserts that Lady Dorothy 
Leslie had no right to will the property to 
her husband, and that on her death It should 
have passed to her sister, the second daugh- 
ter of John Gladwin, and married to Samson 
Christopher Colclough, the claimant's own 
ancestor. Why this should be so the 
claimant does not explain. 

It is evident that the only property to 
which he might possibly have a right is that 
which Lady Dorothy’s mother inherited 
from her father, John Gladwin, and not the 
Eyre property, comprising the two great es- 
tates of Slindon and Hassop. 

Nor, on the other band, do these estates 
concern the earldom of Newburgh, as stated 
above, since they were the paternal in- 
heritance of Eyre, who married one of the 
youngest daughters of the third holder of 
the earldom—namely: Charlotte Maria 
Levingston, Countess of Newburgh in her 
own right—and became father of the sol- 
disant sixth earl.

Tt has since been shown by proceedings

The Giustinianis are not well off and have 
been obliged to lease the fine old sixteenth 
century Palazzo Gfustiniani in Rome to the 
Grand Ortent of Italian Freemasons, that 
has made its headquarters there ever since 
it was obliged to leave the Palazzo Borghese 
some years ago. 

The family holds a high place among the 
great historic houses of Italy. One of {ts 
members, John Gtustinian!l, was leader of

WANTS A SINGLE TARIFF RATE, 

Marion, O., Aug. 27.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. }~The tariff is not only a sectional buta 
local issue. A couple of counties devoted to 
the cultivation of sugar beets may control 
the entire congressional district, and ite rep- 
resentative is pledged to uphold a tariff rate 
on sugar that adds 2 cents to the retail price 
of sugar throughout the nation. 

With the amount of revenue to be raised 
by a tariff upon imports the rate becomes a 
mathematical calculation. Let congress levy 
a single tariff rate based upon the value of 
imports. 

Those imports that heretofore bore a high- 
er rate would Increase in quantity. 

With the amount to be raised a fixed sum, 
the rate would lower, due to Increase in quan- 
tity of importe. 

Congress copld from time to time raige or 
lower the rate to regulate the amount of 
revenue to be raised. Various articles could, 
arbitrarily and temporarily, be placed upon 
the free trade list. 

The above method of levying the tariff 
should do much to oblitetate the sectional 
feeling and allow representatives to deal with 
many matters that can be settled.
